Dear Mr. Schweinfurth: 


Immediately upon receipt of your letter of November 
9, I made an attempt to find our material of Maxillaria 
Rousseaugze, and I expected there would be no difficulty 
about it. After careful search,’ however, I have been un- 
able to find anything that can possibly represent this 
species. I found in the herbarium an unnamed Maxillaria 
obtained by Mr. Pittier from Mrs. Rousseau's collection, 
but the specimen was made in 1911 instead of 1914, and the 
plant is evidently quite a distinct thing: from the one 
described by Schlechter, being much smaller in all its 
parts, 





In 1914 Mr, Pittier was working in Panama, more or 
less independently, and I think it is prcobable that he made 


a single specimen which was forwarded to Schlechter with 
the result that we do not have anything in the herbarium 
to represent this species.

T assume t hat the species Vanilla Nevermannii has never been 
published. Mr. Nevermann, a very good friend of mine, gave me an 
account of it while I was at his banana plantation in the Atlantic 
lowlands of Costa Rica. He stated that some years previously he 
had forwarded good material to Schlechter, who had asked him to 
collect Costa Rican orchids, and that Schlechter had given this 
name to his specimens. Mr. Nevermann has the plant growing in some 
quantity on his plantation. If I remember correctly, I sent to 
Mr. Ames material of this species preserved in liquid, but possibly 
my memory is at fault. The material, if it was sent, was some that 
was collected and forwarded to the Museum by Mr. Nevermann. 





If Schlechter did fail to publish a description of this pro- 
posed new species, as he did in many other cases, it is probable, 
according to your statement, that he avoided at least one unnec- 


essary synonym.

Dear Mr. Schweinfurth: 


I thank you for returning the three 
plants sent with your letter of December 10. Just how they 
happened. to be included with the orchids is a mystery, for 
I sorted out the groups myself. 

With regard to the Berlin orchids I have written to Mac- 
bride, asking him to do the best he can in the matter of get- 


ting them on loan. From what he has told me, I am not at all 


sanguine of success. My impression, derived from Macbride's 
letters, is that Mansfeld--if it is he who has them in charge-- 
is very jealous of the South American orchid collections, and 
is determined to let no one but himself work with them. This 
impression may be an altogether an erroneous one. 

I think it might work best, perhaps, if Professor Ames 
would write to Dr. Diels, inquiring whether the specimens 
could not be lent. I should think they would welcome the 
Opportunity of having their material named, but then they 
do seem to have at Berlin complete Gonfidence in their own 
ability, too often, I think, without any very substantial 
basis of fact. 

I should be glad to write myself to Dr. Diels, but I do 
not wish to do so unless I am sure no harm will be done there- 
bye They have been most kind in sending here all their unnamed 
American Rubiaceae, but that is beacause no one at Berlin takes 
an interest in them at present. 

If you or Professor Ames have any further suggestions as 
to what I might do to help along the matter, you may be sure 
I shall be glad to do whatever you may suggest.

Dear Mr. Schweinfurth: 


I am very sorry that an oversight on 
my part has occurred in failing to answer your queries 
regarding Peruvian orchids. This discourtesy certainly was 
not intentional. 

We do not have here any Peruvian orchids at all, or at 
least I have tried to send you all of them. We do have in 
the herbarium--all our Peruvian plants are segregated--a very 
large number of Weberbauer collections. Last year we purchased 
the largest set of them after the one at Berlin, and we already 
had substantial numbers of them. I noticed, however, that 
there were relatively few orchids in the set we received, and 
such as there were were sent to you. We do not have any of 
Weberbauer's lower numbers. Those, I think, are represented 
only at Berlin. 

Macbride has been trying his best to get the loan from 
Berlin of the Peruvian orchids for you, but just what success 
he has been having is not quite clear to me. Some of the men 
there seem to be so decidedly temperamental, if that really is 
the proper term for it, that it is difficult to treat with 
them. Still, they have been more than ordinarily helpful to 
Macbride in his work, for the most part, at least. However, 
they do seem to feel that it is the duty of every one to 
send their best material to Berlin, without any reciprocation 
on that museum's part. It is unfortunate that some of their 
monographers act on the theory that any species not duly 
represented by material submitted to Berlin is not to be taken 
seriously, or at least not to be accepted officially. At least 
that is what some of the recent parts of the Pflanzenreich seem 
to indicate.

“Some time ago we received from Macbride a very large sending 
of negatives and prints, but I find there are no orchids among 
them. Immediately upon receipt of your letter, I wrote him ask- 
ing what had happened. I was under the impression that the or- 
chids were being photographed, and it may be that he still has 
the negatives, that is, that the follow the series now here, 
which is continuous and complete so far as it goes. Just as soon 
as I hear from Macbride, I shall write you concerning what he 
may have to say. He is now working at Copenhagen, and is planning 
to go later to Geneva. 

Recently there have accumulated a few new Peruvian orchids, 
chiefly from the Department of Cuzco, that I must send you in 
the near future... Besides, there are a few from British Honduras 
that I should like to have you determine. Prof. Record and I are 
preparing a flora of British Honduras, in fact, the systematic 
part is practically finished.

I wish to thank you for your letter with 
regard to Dr. Baehni. Yes, I believe it would be well 
to wait until he visits Boston, as I expect he will do 
some time in the spring. There is no doubt, I think, 
that you will at least like him, and will have confidence 
in his ability to do good work. 


The manuscript for the Costa Rican orchids is beau- 
tifully prepared, and it will form probably the most 
important part of the whole volume. The future of this 
work is bright at present. There is a new director 
of the National Museum, Juvenal Valerio, who spent so 
much time with me collecting. He writes that he is anxious: 
to see the volume printed. I think it will be well if 
he appears as a joint author of the volume. That probably 
would mean a good deal to him, and perhaps help his po- 
sition there. By the time he has seen the flora through 
the press, he will well have deserved that smail amount 
of recognition. 


There is every reason to believe that the flora will 
be printed promptly. I am now promised a set of the 
collections made dyring the past years by Alberto Brenes, 
and it seems well worth while to hold publication until 
those can be used, for no doubt they will add a good 
many species to the list as it now stands.

Dear Mr. Schweinfurth: 


I am enclosing two galleys: of proof 
(not to be returned) of the Flora of Peru, which will 
give you an idea of the form. I am sorry that they are so 
mutilated, but doubtless they will be sufficient for your 
purpose. It is intended to dispose of all names reported 
for Peruvian plants. The style is sufficjently flexible 
so that the author of each part can include in the treatment 
just about what he may consider desirable in the way of 
notes. 

Of course I had no idea of what progress might have 
been made with the orchids, especially since it had been 
so long since there. had been any active interest in the 
flora. I did not wish to write you sooner, until I could 
state that some real progress had been made in printing. 

The first instalment of the flora is now being put into page 
form, and probably will appear early in 1936. 

I am sorry that the orchids are not now ready, but 
there is no need to be in too great a hurry with them. 

When the manuscript is received, I trust it can be printed 
quickly, but that will depend, probably, upon the continuation 
of the WPA people now with us--who may be taken away in 
March--nobody really knows. 

However, I have evolved a plan by which printing may 
proceed with the part following the orchids, thus obviating 
any need for special haste in writing up the orchids, 
Consequently, use your best judgment and convenience about 
the work with them. 

In glancing over the proof now sent you, I note that 
the descriptions are very short. They should, I think, be 
longer in most groups, and there is no reason why they 
should not be quite detailed if you so wish. I shall, 
naturally, be glad to supply any information that you 
desire regarding matters that may be covered by the samples 
now sent you. 

Recently I have heard from Prof. Valerio that provisions 
have been made for printing the Flora of Costa Rica, and 
that the Minister of Education has ordered work to proceed 
with it, so I hope it may appear without undue delay.

Dear Mr. Schweinfurth: 


There is room for considerable flexi- 
bility in treatment in the Flora of Peru, as you will see when 
the next part appears, that is, the one following the grasses, 
which is now being set up. Macbride originally did not wish 
to include descriptions of new species, but recent develop— 
ments have shown that plan impractical. The next part to 
be published--it will appear in a few weeks--consists chiefly 
of Latin descriptions of new Piperaceae, so there is no reason 
why new orchids should not be included. Imcidentally, it 
is not necessary to have descriptions as brief as those in the 
part already published. In the part treating the Rubiaceae, 
to go to the printer within a few days, the species and genus 
descriptions are rather ample, and they may be just as long 
as seems desirable to you. 

As a rule, in citing specimens, the departments have 
been cited alphabetically, but there may be many deviations 
from this practice. 

If matters remain as at present as regards WPA assist— 
ance, the Orchidaceae can be published just as soon as the 
manuscript is ready. I don't know what has happened with 
the list of Costa Rican plants. The Director would like to 
have it published here, as things are now, but I do not wish. 
to take it away from the people at San Jose, if ‘they are 
going to make some headway with it. Especially would I dis- 
like rewriting it in English, which would be almost as uch 
work as the preparation of the original Spanish manuscript.

of the doctors in the hospital there, a young man of serious 
disposition, is much interested in the local orchids. 

He "desires to get in touch with some scientific institution 
that will help him in the matter of classification in return for 
his presenting specimens. He has, I understand, collected more 
than 60 varieties in the immediate surrounding mountains which 
he has preserved and of which he has duplicates that he could 
send in whatever form of preservetion might be desired. He also 
cultivates some live specimens end is making a complete photo- 
graphic record of all that he has, as also water-color paintings 
of some of them." 

‘The young man's name is Liljestrand. Would you and Mr. 
Ames be interested in the matter? If not, can you suggest some 
one in Europe or elsewhere who would undettake the naming of 
his material? From further remarks in the letter, he seems 
to deserve encouragement. If you would like to get in 
touch with the young man, we shall ask him to write directly 
to you. I do.not have his address, and the Director would like 
to send some word in the matter directly from here.

I am glad that you are willing to take 
on the Chinese orchids. The Museum is sending a letter to 
the person from whom the inquiry was received. 


The orchids of Sesse and Mocifo will be sent you as 
soon as they can be mounted. We are going over the collection 
slowly, getting it ready for mounting, and it is a long task. 
However, I have one whole package of orchids, and will have 
them mounted at once, so they can be sent you. There probably 
will appear a few scattered specimens of the family that can 
be sent you later. 


The Monocots of the Flora of Peru are now in type, up 
to the orchids, and the part containing them probably will 
be issued within a few weeks. I am not making this state- 
ment with the idea of hastening the orchid manuscript, for 
there is no need for that, but merely to let you know that 
there will probably be no delay in printing the orchid part 
when it is ready. That is, if our present supply of labor 
continues, as I trust it may. 


Because of lack of funds, they have had to give up the 
printing of the Flora of Costa Rica in Costa Rica. That 
means I shall have to rewrite it in English, for publication 
here. I wish it were all in the condition of the orchid 
part, of which I shall have merely to submit your original 
manuscript. If I had known in the first place that they 
would be unable to print the list, it would already have 
appeared here. However, I hold nothing against them in 
the matter, and Valerio is very much discouraged at what has 
happened,

I have gone over the sample you have 
sent of your treatment of the orchids for the Flora of Peru, 
and have found it rial aalby satisfactory. There is only one 
change that I would aie ial and that is in the form of the 
eitations.. In ail our botanical publi ications (except perhaps 
in the case of a separate hs like the palm seen we 
have used the form: Griseb. Bonplandia 2: 116. 1854. Since 
all the rest of the Flora of Peru will be thus, ee would be 
preferable to have the orchids follow the same usage, unless 
you have some strong objection in the matter. I shall keep 
the present manuscript here, unless you wish it returned. 

I realize, from the treatments of ry i two genera, that the 
work will be heavy in treating the Peruvian orchids. 

So far as I know, we have here no more Peruvian specimens 
However, those sent you recently were overlooked or arrived 
unexpectedly, so we can not tell what may happen. We received 
from Madrid a very large collection of Ruiz and Pavon plants, 
but unfortunately, as was to be expected, there were few or- 
chids among them. 

We have just received the Costa Rican orchids collected 
by Brenes, almost 500 specimens, and very good specimens. I 
hope you will name them--I wrote about them to Mr. Ames the 
other day. <A good many of the Sbaderpten can be divided, I 
think, and probably it will be best to send you the whole 
lot unmounted, and let you remove parts of them. I think it 
might be best that you have the types there. Probably they 
will necessitate some atditions to the Flora of Costa Rica, 

I have manuscript for half the flora just about ready for 
printing here, but do not intend to submit it until I know 
it can be set up at once. Probably they will be ready to 
print it inside a couple of months.

I have not received 
any reply, and fear that he may be away on vacation--I hope 
ime may be, if the weather about Boston is anything like what 
we have been experiencing here. 

I am writing again to you, in the hope that you will 
undertake the naming of the collection. It is a part of a 
very large sending of plants, which is to form the bagis 
for a new herbarium in the National Museum in San Jose. I 
think the greater part of the old herbarium is still in fair 
condition there, although the last time I saw it, it had been 
somewhat injured by insects. All the orchids, if I remember 
correctly, were sent on loan to Cogniaux, and were destroyed 
by fire. It may be that my memory is not correct in this. 

Probably it will be better to send the specimens on to 
you unmounted, for a good many of them, at least, can be 
divided, I think, and you can use your judgement about di- 
viding them. The specimens seem to be in very good shape-— 

I have looked at only a few of them. 

I have a huge lot of other plants from Costa Rica 
here for naming, and I am anxious to make as much headway as 
possible with the whole collection.

I thank you for the orchid manuscript 
for the Flora of Peru. -I shall make the corrections that 
you suggest in the previous manuscript. I think it will 
be just as well if you will hold the rest of the manuscript 
until all, or at least a major part of it, is completed. 

We can, of course, publish it as soon as it is ready (as 
long as out present WPA assistance lasts, which will surely 
be until a year from now). It will end the first volume of 
the Flora. 

We are sending in a day or two a box containing the 
Costa Rican orchids, also the Costa Rican manuscript. 

I haven't looked at the Brenes specimens, but was in*formed 
that the whole sending, as forwarded to you, consisted of 
orchids. If you do find any. other plants, please return 
them separately. 

I had been expecting to submit the first part of 

the Flora of Costa Rica soon for printing, but shall hold 
it until the orchids are ready. 1 have to wait, also, for 
some economic notes that I am expecting from San Jose. 
Valerio is to be joint author of the flora, in case he 
supplies the notes, as he has agreed to do. I: do not 
mean by this, naturally, that you should exercise any undue 
haste in studying the collection, only that the manuscript 
probably will be used as soon as you return it. Having 
myself been exceedingly rushed with urgent work lately, 
I am becoming quite stubborn about it, and certainly ao 
not have any desire to impose upon anyone else. Two to 
three months from now, will do very well for the orchid 
part. 

Let your conscience guide you in taking material from 
the collection. We shall be glad to have as many as possi- 
ble of the specimens, or rather parts of them, but I feel 
that you should keep any types, and any other specimens 
that seem essential. How many of the specimens can be di- 
vided, I don't know, but probably a good many of them. 

The Quiros orchids are part of a large collection, 
the rest of which I have already named. Several new col- 
lectors are at work now in Costa Rica, and I am hoping to 
have a large amount of material from there. 

The manuscript will not need to be retyped, unless 
very extensive changes are made in it, and we can have the 
typing done here, if not convenient to have it done at 
the Botanical Museum.

With regard to the Flora of Costa 
Rica, I have decided to go ahead with its printing, wheth— 
er I get any manuscript from Costa Rica or not. I can, 
I think, turn in about half the whole flora, at least all 
the monocots and apetalae, which are sufficiently numer-— 
ous. 

Some time ago Mr. Ames wrote me, if I remember cor- 
rectly, that nearly all of the Brenes orchids were named, 
but I know a good many more have been sent since that 
time. Whether any more are to come soon, I don't know, 
but the collections we have been receiving from there 
lately are by other collectors. 

Would it be possible for you to return the named or- 
chids for which you have no further use? If that is done 
I shall, if agreeable to you, enter the Brenes numbers 
for the rarer species, that is, those for which you al- 
ready cite numbered collections. I think this would be 
worth while as a matter of policy, and as a means of ob-— 
taining probably further material from Costa Rica. Knowing 
Brenes as I do (not very well), I believé he will be much 
pleased to see his name appear as often as possible, and 
it probably will please also Valeri@, who should be good 
for many years of active work on Costa Rica.

You: are quite right in removing 
from the Costa Rican orchid collections any material that 
you may desire to retain. This applies to all the ma- 
terial sent you. Some of the specimens are unicates, 
some are duplicates, but in any case you should have the 
right to remove desirable material, in consideration of 
the great amount of labor involved in making the deter- 
minations. I have retained here some of the unicates 
in other families, at least in the case of new species, 
and Prof. Valerio understands that this will be done. It 
would, however, be desirable to have a list of unicates 
retained, so that they may be able to enter the names (noth- 
ing more is needed) in their lists. 

So do not hesitate to retain any meterial that you 
wish, and be especially free about retaining material 
when @ number can be divided. It is only right that you 
should have the preference in this respect. 

If it complicates your work at all, do not return at 
present the named specimens; but if it does not, their 
return will enable their addition to the Flora, which I 
hope to submit for printing before long. It is marked for 
the printer up to the Anonaceae, and I. hope to include 
even more in the first instalment. If some of the orchid 
names are available later, they can be added when I send 
you the proofs, or even at the end of the volume, where 
doubtless there will be some addenda.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your 
list of determinations of the Costa Rican orchids, also of 
the specimens that you returned. 

Thanks in the case of such work as you have done with 
these collections always are inadequate, but I can assure 
you that your assistance and that of Professor Ames in the 
determination of these orchids is very deeply appreciated 
here. I have no doubt it will be equally appreciated by 
Professor Brenes and Juvenal Valerio in San Jose. 

The general collections we have received from Costa 
Rica during the past couple of years have been very exten- 
sive. The quality of the specimens is, unfortunately, some- 
what variable. Some of them are very fine, but some others 
are mediocre or worse, just why I do not know. 

Lately I have had a fine collection from Austin Smith, 
of Zarcero, Costa Rica. All the plants represented are 
trees, and all the species rare ones, with several new. I 
don't know how he might make orchid specimens, but if they 
were anything like his others, they would be superlatively 
good. Perhaps Mr. Ames might be interested in having him 
collect orchids. He is just on the other side of the valley 
opposite the slopes on which Brenes has worked, but the flora, 
as so often is the case in Costa Rica, is quite different, so 
far as the trees are concerned, Austin Smith is more or less 
a protege of Dona Amparo Zeledon, an able and delightful 
woman, who enjoys playing the role of grande dame. Austin 
Smith is, of course, well known for his bird collections, and 
I understand his specimens are about the best that have ever 
been made. That explains in part the quality of his botani- 
cal specimens, 

I do not wish to appear too greedy, but at this time 
I suppose it might be opportune to mention Peruvian orchids! 
A good number of parts of the Flora of Peru have now been 
issued. The orchids could be published tomorrow if they 
were ready, the volume being complete except for them, and 
the palms (for which pages have been reserved).

Here is a list that gives about the 
best I can offer in the way of collectors. Some of these 
are excellent collectors, and you should be able to 
get something worth while from them, but it is probable 
that you already have most of the names. There are a go@ 
many others I could give you, but none of them seem to me 
to be very promising. 

Prof. Oardenas in Bolivia is an able collector, but 
I do not know his address. We have had a most unsatis-— 
factory time with him. He has sent several interesting 
lots of specimens, well prepared, but he insists none of 
the letters we have sent have ever reached him, and I 
have given up trying to correspond with him. Perhaps 
the N. Y. Bot. Gard. can give his address--which varies 
from week to week. 

In Uruguay and Argentina we have several profitable 
correspondents, but they are all in regions where few 
orchids are to be found. In Argentina Burkart (now at 
Instituto Darwinion), Cabrera, and Castellanos are the 
best, and you doubtless have their addresses. There is 
also Looser in Chile, but he is interested in little 
except ferns. 

It would be worth while to get some capable collecta 
(of orchids) into the eastern slopes of the Peruvian 
Andes. Ruiz in his diary writes of them as so bewilder-— 
ing that it was hopeless to try to collect them. That 
sounds something like Costa Rica, perhaps even better. 
About the same conditions must prevail along the corres- 
ponding slopes of Bolivia and Ecuador. In such a place 
there ought to be enough material to keep a collector 
busy, and he will not accomplish much if he tries to 
collect much besides orchids. If some one who knew some- 
thing of orchid genera and species would go to Costa 
Rica and give several months to these plants and nothing 
else, I believe he would discover a great deal there, 
in spite of the extent of the Costa Rican collections 
already availeble--they really aren't so extensive, con- 
sidering the number of species known from the country.

1. The provisions of this receipt shall inure to the benefit of and be binding upon the 
consignor, the consignee and all carriers handling this shipment and shall apply to any 
Yeconsignment, or return thereof. 

2. In consideration of the rate charged for carrying said property, whieh is dependent 
upon the value thereof and is based upon an agreed valuation of not exceeding fifty dollars 
for any shipment of 100 pounds or less and not exceeding fifty cents per pound, actual 
weight, for any shipment in excéss of 100 pounds, unless a greater value is declared at 
the time ef shipment, the shipper agrees that the company shall not be liable in any event 
for more than fifty dollars for any shipment of 100 pounds or less, or for more than fifty

4, Unless caused in whole or in part by its own negligence or that of its agents, the 
company shall not be liable for loss, damage or delay caused by — 

a The act or default of the shipper or owner. 

b The nature of the property, or defect or inherent vice, therein. 

‘e Improper or insufficient packing, securing, or addressing. 

ad The Act of God, public enemies, authority of law, quarantine, riots, strikes, perils 
of navigation, the hazards or dangers incident to a state of war, or occurrence in 
customs warehouse. 

e The examination by, or partial delivery is the consignee of C. O. D. shipments. 

f Delivery under instructions of consignor or consignee at stations where there is no

Dear Mr. Schweinfurth: 


Recently we received from the agricultural 
school in Honduras, of Which Wilson Popenoe is director, some 23300 
specimens of plants, collected in the mountains of central Honduras. 
The collections were made by Juvenal Valerio. Naturally in the 
lot there are a number of orchids. I have named those that were 
common or easy (for me), but there is quite a residue. I haven't 
counted the specimens remaining, but I suppose there may be 40. 

The specimens are good, better prepared than most of the Costa 
Rican ones, but small. 

Would you be willing to name these specimens if we send them 
on. I understand that after the names are supplied a set of these — 
plants is to go to Harvard, so I trust you will oget the orchid 
specimens ultimately. I hate to ask you to do this work, for from 
my own experience I know what it is to be deluged with such work. 

I might say apropos of the Honduran collection that the other plants 
have not given me much difficulty in determination, being mostly 
pretty common. However, since we have so little from Honduras, 
anything from that country is worth having. They are extending 
their collecting field, and ultimately we may get something better, 
if it exists in that country. Strangely enough, Epidendrum radi- 
cans is absent from the Valerio collection, although I know it 

grows in Honduras. I remember collecting it there once in a pig 

pen! ike 

There is here also a much larger collection of Costa Rican or- 
chids, probably 250 or more of them, received from the C. R. Museum. 
I believe you agreed some time ago to name these. I held them ex- 
pecting to send with them some others that they were going to 
send later. Since the latter have not yet arrived, perhaps I had 


better send the lot to you at the same time as the Honduran ones, 
if you are willing to undertake the whole lot.
